IRISH PLAY BRINGS 
RIOT IN NEW YORK 


Show by Troupe from Emerald 
Isle Cause of Outbreak 
Despite Police. 


ARREST TEN OF HEARERS. 


New York, Nov. 27.—[Special.}]—Police In- 
spectors McCluskey and Lahey and Capt. 
McElroy, with seventy-five ordinary police- 
men, most of whom were Irish, waded into 
the audience at the Maxine Elliott theater 
tonight, end after making ten arreste and 
spending half an hour's time, squelched an 


organized attempt to prevent the Irish play- 


ere from presenting J. M. Synge's three act 
comedy, “The Playboy of the Western 
World.” 

The play, which was declared in a resolu- 
tion passed by the United Irish Societies to be 
an insult to the Irish race, in that it was held 
to be immoral and made a hero out of a parri- 
cide, received vitriolic criticism in Boston and 
Providence. The reception tonight was more 
violent, however. 

The wild uproar in the theater, however, 
was due partly to the hand taken by a part 
of the audience in helping the police to pick 
out the disturbers. 


“Put Em Off” Starts Row. 

The trouble started when a man in evening 
dress yelled, ‘‘ Put em off, put em off,” and 
developed into a noisy disturbance when part 
of the audience cheered and the other half 
hissed. 

With the assistance of the police, however, 
the players finished the play after making 
two attempts on the first act. 

Because of the talk about the Playboy 
of the Western World” and threate that 
had come to the management of a possible 
demonstration the Shuberts had asked Police 
Commissioner Waldo this afternoon for pro- 
tection, and Inspector McCluskey, who is 
handy in a riot, and Inspector Lahey, whose 
district includes the Maxine Elliott theater, 
were on hand, with seventy-five men in all, 
fifty of them in citizens’ clothes, 


Opening Night of Plays. 

It was the opening night not only for the 
“Playboy of the Western World,“ but fer 
“The Jail Gate by Lady Gregory, who 
brought the Irish players to this country. 
The audience appeared to be on a par with 
the first night audience at almost any other 
play in town, and there was about the usual 
number of persons in evening dress. 

The one act play, The Jail Gate,” passed 
off without any expressions of disapproval, 
but without much applause. Then the cur- 
tain rose on The Playboy of the Western 
World.” The opening of the first of the 
three acts was marked by more or less hiss- 
ing, but there was nothing to indicate an or- 
ganized disturbance until the dialogue be- 
tween the innkeeper, Michael James Flaher- 
ty, his daughter, Margaret, called Peggeen 
Mike, and her cousin, Shawn Keogh, was 
reached. 

Arthur Sinclair ae the innkeeper and Eith- 
nee McGee as the daughter had about reached 
the middle of this dialogue when a man in 
the center of the audience yelled, “ Put 
‘em off. 

Hurl Missiles at Actors, 

Pandemonium followed all over the house, 
Men and women in the gallery and the or- 
chestra jumped to their feet, and there was 
a storm of catcalls, hisses, and other evi- 
dences of disapproval, coupled with noisy 
applause intended to offset the disturbances. 

Toward the stage flew a shower of vege- 
tables with potatoes predominating. One 
of them struck Miss McGee on the head and 
but for the arrangement of her hair it might 
have knocked her down. Anether struck 
Arthur Sinclair in the leg, and all the players 
then moved out of the radius of the throwers. 

Persons who had nothing else hurled jew- 
elry. One man threw a silver watch and an- 
other a gold cigaret case. 

Women took as much of a hand in the 
scrimmage as.the men, but in the main the 
women were pointing out disturbers and 
holding them until help came.

EXHAUST FUND FOR 
COUNTY INFIRMARY 


Idle Employes at Oak Forest 
Get Money for Work They 
Have Not Parformed. 


SUPT. STEIN WAS WARNED 


His Assistant, Now Suspended, Ad- 
vised Chief of Discrepancies 
in the Records.

The salary eppropriation for Oak Forest 


October pay rolle forced an overdraft of 
$542.65 on the salary account. This con- 
dition is largely due to pay roll padding. 
Work has been paid for which has not been 
performed; employés have been paid for time 
when not at the inatitution and who when 
there wasted a large share of their time. 


are other causes contributing to the short- 
age. 

Certain acts in connection with making the 
pay roll and its certification are asserted by 
a competent lawyer to border on the illegal. 
It is his opinion certain officials could be suc- 
cessfully prosecuted if certain records and 
papers were seized at once as evidence. 

The correctness of all Oak Forest pay rolls 
is certified by the sworn affidavit of Supt. 
Stein. He made his oath on certain pay 
rolls, according to the suspended Assistant 
Superintendent Wayson, after his attention 
had been directed to official records which 
indicated certain employés had not worked 
all the time with which they were credited 
on the pay roll. 


Absent Machinist Paid. 

Three discrepancies between the salary 
sheets and the time books can be traced in 
the July and August pay rolls. Frank Me- 
Cormick, machinist, is credited on the July 
roll with 180 hours at 6 cents an hour. 


in either the time book or the weekly reports 
of Dennis O’Shea, chief engineer. Both of 
these records tally. In July there was one 


of Saturdays. Maehinists usually do not 
work on holidays, nor on Sundays, and only 
half a day on Saturdays, and are paid ac- 
cordingly for the time actually spent at 
work. The time book and weekly reports 
show, or did show, that McCormick was 
“not at work on July 19, 20, 21, and 22. 

On the August pay roll McCormick is cred- 
ited with 200 hours, which is extended to 
$190. The weekly reports of O’Shea show, or 
did show, that McCormick worked eleven 
and one-half days between Aug. 1 and 19, 
inclusive. If McCormick had been em- 
ployed on all the remaining working days 
of the month he would have added nine and 
a half days to his time. That makes a total 
of twenty-one days of eight hours each, or 
168 hours. He was paid for twenty-five 
days, or 200 hours. 


Reported Cases to Chief. 

Mr. Wayson is positive he reported both 
these particular cases to Supt. Stein before 
he signed the pay roll. On the same August 
pay roll P. J. Sullivan, steamfitters’ helper, 
is paid for seventeen days at $4 a day, while 
the reports of O’Shea and the time book show, 
er did show, Sullivan worked only fifteen 
days. This, too, was brought to the attention 
ef the superintendent before he signed the 
pay roll, according to the assistant superin- 
tendent. 

The superintendent became offended at 
what he perhaps considered impertinence on 
the part of his assistant. So after Sept. 1 
he caused the weekly reports to be kept out 
of the hands of Mr. Wayson. Despite the 
fact that the superintendent is alleged to 
have received advance information of the 
official records showing padding, he took an 
oath that the pay roll was correct. 


Oath Denies All Fraud. 
This is the form he signed: 

„Edward Stein, being duly sworn, says 
that the foregoing pay roll is correct, that 
the above named persons have been em- 
ployed and have rendered service as here- 

in specified and in accordance with the 
orders of the board of commissioners of 
Cook county, and that to the best of his 
knowledge and belief all the persons here- 
in certified as employed are citizens of 
the United States or in good faith have de- 
clared their intentions to become citizens 
thereof, or are of such age or sex that they 
cannot declare such intention or cannot 
be formally declared to be citizens by 
order of court." 


Watchmen Get Queer Salaries. 

On subsequent rolls no correction was made 
of the supposed padding. 

On the September roll appear two queer 
entries. William Young ia classed as a 
watchman and his pay given as $20. On an- 
other line is the name of Peter Jerguson, 
also a watchman, and his compensation is 
given at $83.33. It would seem that one 
watchman is about three times as efficient as 
the other one. 

On the July pay roll William A, Welbourne, 
son of the truck gardener, is credited wit 
being a farm hand.” On the August ron 
he is classified as a domestic.“ Persons 
around the institution have been found who 
assert William A. Welbourne was not even 
working in any capacity at Oak Forest in 
August. Both of these pay rolls have the 
certification of the civil service commission 
that all employés named thereon were em- 
ployed in accordance with the merit act.

Towns Deny Race Suicide 
Charges Made by Dr. 

G. F. Butler. 


OFFER SCHOOL STATISTICS 


“Let Him Come and See,” They 
Reply to Allegorical Story 
Told by New County 
Physician. 


Whatever the reason, the fact makes 
Lake Forest a lonely place. No rout of 
childish feet upon its lawns, no prattle 
of baby voices in its halls, {ts atmos- 
phere serenely stili—still and dead, as 
are the hearts of the women having 
there their abodes.’’—Dr. Butler. 


Indignant protests were brought forth 
from residents of north shore suburbs last 
night, following the statements of Dr. George 
F. Butler, newly appointed county physician, 
charging the residents with race suicide. 

Dr. Butler, in an allegorical narrative ap- 
pearing in his department, Just Among 
Friends,” in the November issue of the 
American Journal of Clinical Medicine, 
traces the flight of a flock of storks along 
the north shore until, discouraged by the in- 
creasingly unpleasant welcome that they 
receive, they are obliged to turn back and 
settle in the more hospitable atmosphere of 
Milwaukee avenue. 


Lake Forest Hardest Hit. 

Lake Forest is arraigned most severely of 
all, in regard to the infrequency of the stork’s 
visit, and Wilmette and Evanston were also 
scored in Dr. Butler's article and accused of 
all manner of inhospitable demonstrations 
against the settling of the storks in the neigh- 
borhood. 

The residents of Highland Park, althuogh 
not mentioned in the article, were loud in 
the denials of the charge, and brought forth 
figures to prove their assertions. 

Carleton Mosely, 626 Prospect avenue, pres- 
ident of school district 107 of Highland Park, 
presented the following facts in regard tothe 
ratio between the number of school children 
and families in the district: Elm place schoo! 
has 575 pupils. The total population of the 
district is 8,800 and the number of families 
in the district is 825. The number of chil- 
dren under schoo? age is 448, making 1,023 
children to 825 families. 


Society Woman Answers Charge. 

Mrs. B. W. Schumacher, 510 Bast Laurel 
avenue, mother of three children and a promi- 
nent society woman, when asked about race 
suicide in Highland Park, said: 

„Well, there are eighty new pupils in our 
school, which is one of the three in the city. 
Last year there were only forty new pupils, 
and there have been few new residents in the 
district during the last year.” 

Ward W. Willetts, 715 South Sheridan road, 
suggested that Dr. Butler come to Highland 
Park and interview some of the youngsters. 

„I have four myself that he can begin on, 
and there is no family in my neighborhood 
without from two to four children,’ he said 
„Tell the doctor to come out and see them. 

„It doesn't look much like race suicide at 
my house, said Joseph Card, 481 East Cen- 
tral avenue. Why, I've got a young semi- 
nary over here. Five girls and with a boy on 
the side to keep things lively.” 

The youngest of Mr. Card’s children is 1% 
and the oldest is 12 years old. 


Dr. Butler “Canny” Man? 

Mrs. E. W. Spencer, president of the Ossoll 
club, upon having her attention called to Dr. 
Butler's article, said: 

I notice that Dr. Butler cannily—he must 
be Scotch—jumps from Wilmette to Lake 
Forest. He must have strolled up and down 
the beautiful streets of our city and noticed 
the many healthy and happy children in 
every door yard. Why, if Highland Park 
keeps up its present rate, we will be able to 
make up the average for Wilmette, Lake For- 
est. and all the other cities mentioned in Dr. 
Butlers article.“ 

A census of eleven Lake Forest families 
who have children of a school age revealed 
the fact the average size of the family is 
a fraction over two. The families and their 
children were: John V. Farwell, three; 8. T. 
Chase, three; Warder Brewster, two; Henry

LEVINE BRINGS UP M’CANN SCANDAL 


Mell make the loop as mG@ral as a Sunday 
school.“ 

This was the statement made last night 
by Police Inspector Nick Hunt, after he 
issued an order for reform in saloons of the 
downtown district. 

Policemen from the inspector's office made 
the rounds of the “ music saloons.” The 
women who congregate there were ordered 
to get out or face arresf. Whether they are 
with or without escorts makes no difference, 
Inspector Hunt said. 

They want the disorderly women driven 
out of the loop district,“ he continued. This 
is one move to do it. I have been mighty 
busy lately, but with a letup in other matters 
I have a little time and I'm going to see that 
the loop is.‘ cleaned up.’ Unescorted women 
and the ones with escorts look alike to my 
men. 

The proprietors of gathering places of this 
sort will be held responsible for the character 
of the patrons of their places. If they refuse 
to abide by the new regulations I will ask 
that saloon licenses be revoked.” 


Order Cleans Out Resorts, 

Apparently the saloon owners took the in- 
epector’s orders at face value. The call of 
the detectives at George Silver's basement 
dive was followed by a general exit of all the 
women. At Burke & Kaufman's saloon, 215 
South Dearborn street, there was a similar 
cleaning out, and the musicians were sent 
home. 

An electnic piano played ragtime airs 
for a single couple at the notorious place 
operated by Sim Tuckhorn at 23 West 
Quincy street a half hour after the call of 
the detectives. Frequenters were missing 
from the Picadilly café in Washington street. 
George Dugdale’s place at 170 West Wah- 
ington street was another place which wag 
almost deserted, while the Log Cabin at 
331 South Clark street was doing no “ enter- 
taining.’’ At Gould & Fraser's place, known 

8 ‘‘ A Dosen Quincy,” it was said no women 
were allowed there any more. 

The saloons and cafés south of Van Buren 
street were doing a bigger businese than 
usual as the result of the new loop order, and 
there was no indication that this district 
was under the ban. The tough loop saloon- 
keepers fear the order will last as long as 
the viee inquiry continues. 


Levine Recalls McCann Scandal. 

During the day Louis Levine, resort keeper, 
dragged the old McCann bribery scandal into 
the trial of Inspector Dorman and Lieuts. 
Ambrose and Howard, charged with neglect 
of duty and Inefficiency in controlling the 
west side levee. 

The witness swore he operated a gambling 
house while McCann was police inspector and 
that he paid Louls Frank $25 a week protec- 
tion money. After McCann was indicted for 
accepting bribes Levine said he paid the 
tribute to Mike de Pike Heitler, resort 
keeper and gambler. This testimony was 
brought out by Attorney Wheelock for the 
commiesioh after the cross examination of 
Levine, which -had lasted nearly all day, had 
been copcluded. 

Where did you run this gambling house?” 
the attorney asked. 

At 12 North Halsted street. I paid Louis 
Frank the protection money until McCann 
got into trouble, and then I made my paye- 
ments to Heitler,“ the witness replied. 


Asserts “‘Bosses’”’ Control Police. 

Levine's story, which involved the payment 
of protection money to Boss Barney Gro- 
gan for high police .officials, was a badly 
tangled mess before Attorneys Weissenbach 
and George H. Mason for the defendant po- 
lice officials finished the all day cross exame- 
ination. Through it all he maintained he ha4 
paid protection money, but he wriggled ints 
many inconsistencies in trying to defend nia 
self and his own acts. 

It was with reluctance that Levine brought 
in names of police officers in response te 
questions, but he insisted Grogan and “Mike” 
Fewer, resort and saloon keeper. controlled 
the police and gave the policing orders for 
the levee. , 

“Why, they held a roll call every night 
either in Grogan’s or Fewer’s saloon,“ he 
said. 

How do you know that? 
Weissenbach. 

“I saw ‘em in there getting orders.” 


'' demanded Mr. 


Q.—What police officers did you ever ses 


getting orders? A.—O, I don’t khow—all the 
men on specia! duty. 

Q.—Well, who were they? A.—All them 
fellows on women, and the like. 

Q.—How do you know they took orders? 
A.—Well, I seen them leave the places and 
pass up a lot of street walkers and pay no 
attention to them, and then go grab a cer- 
tain one. Then they would go by a lot of 
resorts and raid just a certain or the bosses 
wanted “ pinched.’’

Holds Politicians “Worse Yet.” 

The witness became angered when the at- 
torney attacked his character and dec‘ared 
there were men even lower than himself—a 
confessed resortkeeper. 

“Who are they? shouted Mr. Weissen- 
bach. 

Why, some of the politicians I have done 
business with and some members of the po- 
lice force—that’s who. I mean those I know.” 

Q. Tou wouldn't consider Mr. Graham, whe 
ran for mayor, and who had something te @ 
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with politics, as low as you are, would you? 
A.—HMe never got into politics; he just tried 
to. ; 

Q.—You said you couldn't bribe or “fix” 
the detective known as “ Black Mulvinill; 
you wouldn't call him as low as you? A.— 
No, but he’s one policeman in a million. 

Q.—Now, whom did you tell about paying 
this $650 protection money to Grogan? A.— 
I told lots of em; I told the police and I tol4 
Mike Fewer.

Attorney Steele Again Named. 
Now, you say you gave $200 to Grogan 
for Attorney Percival Steele? A»—Yes, Gro- 
gan, after I paid him $400, which was to 
give me protection for the four years of the 
administration, camé to me and said this 
man Steele was kicking up a row. He said 
he thought he could be handled for $200, and 
I’é have to pay $50 a month.

The witness swore he had detailed his en- 
tire story to State’s Attorney Wayman and 
his assistant, Claude Smith. He said he 
complained about continuous arrests by the 
police in his resort and that the state's at- 
torney had told him to send the cases to the 
north side and he would be given a square 
deal. He said when they came up for trial 
before Municipal Judge Fry that Lieut. 
Hutchinson, one of the prosecuting officera 
refused to allow the charges against his 
women to be dismissed without trial. 


Lieut. Hutchinson Obdurate. 

“Who was the prosecuting attorney?’ Mr. 
Wheelock asked. 

„ don’t know his name, the witness an- 
swered. I understood all the women would 
be discharged, but Lieut. Autchinson wouldn't 
give in the cases in which he was interested. 
He talked to Inspector Dorman for a long time 
over the telephone, but he wouldn't agree and 
I had to pay in all $24 flnes.“ 

The witness was compelled to admit he had 
made thousands of dollars out of running 
resorts and that he had transferred three 
pieces of real estate to relatives. He was 
upheld by a commiésion ruling in refusing to 
give the names of members of his family. 

Levine admitted that he was indicted by 
the grand jury at the time that McCann was 
indicted on the charge of bribery, of which 
he later was convicted. Levine said he never 
had been tried on the indictment and denied 
he had made any confession. regarding the 
payment of bribe money

WARD LINE PLANS 


Minority of Elections Commit- 
tee Has Substitute for 
Majority Report. 


NO POCKET FOR HARDING. 


Gerrymandering Avoided; Mayor 
Vetoes Harbor Scheme to Fur- 
ther New Boulevard. 


Two redistricting ordinances, establishing 
new boundary lines for Chicago’s wards, 
last night were submitted to the city council. 
One came from the council elections com- 
mittee; the other was in a minority report 
from aidermen opposed to the plan recom- 
mended by the committee. 

The council session was short. Mayor Har- 
rison sent in his veto to the ordinance estab- 
lishing harbor district No. 8, as had been 
t greed on after a conference with the south 
park commissioners. Then the council ad- 
zourned out of respect to Ald. Herman J. 
Bauler, who died suddenly on Saturday morn- 
ing. 

With two redistricting ordinances sub- 
mitted, a fight over establishment of new 
ward boundary lines will be fought out in 
the council, probably next Monday night. 
The plan submitted by Ald. Anton J. Cer- 
mak, chairman of the elections committee, 
was slightly changed after it had been ap- 
proved by the committee on Friday. The 
principal boundary line between the Twenty- 
teventh and the new Twentieth ward wag 
changed from North avenue to Belmont aye- 
nue. This was e 0 the aldermen 
affected 


Minority Avoids Gerrymandering. 

The plan submitted by Ald. B. F. Cletten- 
berg as a minority report makes many 
changes in the scheme approved by the o6m- 
mittee. The boundary lines are drawn 
siraighter and there is not as much gerry- 
mandering to keep certain aldermen in their 
wards. 

The most apparent differences in the two 
Plans are seen in the First and Eighteenth 
wards. No attempt is made to save Ald. 
George F. Harding, for whom a pocket 
Wat built in the plan adopted by the commit- 
tee. He and Ald Wilson Shufelt, his col- 
league in the Second ward, are thrown into 
the companionship of Ald. Coughlin and 
Kenna of the First ward. The proposed 
Eighteenth ward is made by addition of a 
large part of the Nineteenth ward. This 
scheme puts Ald. Brennan, Healy, Bowler, 
and Powers all in the Eighteenth ward. 


New Limits for First Ward. 

If the minority plan is approved by the 
council, the boundary lines of the First ward 
will be: 

Lake Michigan on the east, the Chicago 
tiver on the nortn and west to Wallace 
Street, then in that street south to Twen- 
ty-sixth street, east to Wentworth ave- 
nue, south to Twenty-ninth street, east 
‘to South Park avenue, south to Thirty- 
first street, and east to the lake. 

Such boundary lines will make the popula- 
tion of the First ward approximately 68,000, 
instead of 60,000, as planned in the commit- 
tee report. . 

The minority scheme makes the Eighteenth 
ward boundary lines as follows: 

The Chicago river on the east, west tn 
Kinzie to Ashland avenue. south to Madi- 
son street, east to Anm. south to Van 
Buren street, west to Loomis street, south 
to Twelfth street, east to Halsted street, 
perth to Bunker street, and east to the 
river. 


Accede to Mayor’s Harbor Veto. 
After Mayor Harrison's veto message on 
the harbor ordinance had been read Ald. Long 
made a motion to pass the ordinance despite 
the mayor's action. This was done only to 
clear the record.

O. N. Carter Tells Newly Elect- 
ed Jurists Not to Argue 
with Men in Chambers.

‘TREAT LAWYERS ALIKE.’ 


„Give All a Square Deal,“ He 
Says; Be Patient, Fair, 
and Courteous.” 


Have all members of the bar understand 
there is no back door to any court in Chi- 
cago. oe 

This was the advice of Judge Orrin N. 
Carter, chief justice of the Illinois Supreme 
court, in giving some Rules of Conduct ”’ 
to the one new Circuit court and ten new 
Superior court judges last night. The ad- 
dress was delivered at the Mid-day club, 
where the Chicago Bar association gave a 
banquet, to the winners in the recent ju- 
dicial election. 

It is no offense,” said the speaker, for 
any one to come to me or you and ask a 
question. If I can answer, I do. But I do 
take offense when I tell a man I cannot 
answer and he still insists. A judge knows 
just what he can answer, but do not come 
to me as an individual in my chambers and 
attempt to argue. 

Tou must maintain the dignity of the 
bar and the courts. See that every one gets 
a square deal. Whatever station in life 
men are in they are all equal before the 
law. That is what judges must remember.“ 


Advice He Gives to Bench. 
Judge Carter gave some epigrammatid ad- 
vice to the new judges along these lines: 

Remember once you were lawyers and 
may be again. 

Do not forget lawyers are still men. 

The ideal judge is he who treats all 
lawyers alike, irrespective of age or sta- 
tion in the profession. 

Be courteous, patient, and fair. 

The judge who is not a hard worker 
cannot be a success. 

You are to enforce the law in the spirit, 
not the letter. 

This is a government of law, not of men. 

Give the devil his dues, whether right or 
wrong. 

Regardless of the passions of the hour, 
you are here to uphold the law. 

Laws expand with the country—the 
courts must keep pace with it. 

There is no better final charge than 
that given by King John: To no one 
sell delay, to no one deny right, to no 
one deny justice.” 


Praises Election System. : 

Slight reference was made by Judge Carter 
to the proposition of the recall. 

“I’m not here to talk about the recall.“ 
he said, * but the present system of the elec- 
tion judges is here to stay. It is the wirest 
and best, because it brings fresh blood. Thwe

If he missed it he could take his three strikes, 
then throw Gown his bat, put on his cateh- 
er’s giové, mask, and protector, and catch 
himself ott us the ball eame &rouhd the 
fourth time. 


Could Put Himeei? Out. 

“In case he hit tire ball, however, and it 
‘bounded, he could play the part of an in- 
fielder, pick up the ball as it came bounding 
around thé moon, throw to first and ¢atch 
the ball at first, thus putting himself out 
that way Tf he hit a fly instead of a 
grounder, he might put on his fleider's glove, 
and, acting the part of the center felder, 
cateh himself out. 

“A strong batter might make a home run. 
This would mean that he struck the ball so 
ard that it went beyond the attraction of 
this moon and struck on the planet Mars. 
It would be what we eall over the fence.’ ” 

The distance of the sun from the planet Was 
illustrated in several Ways.

“With sound going a mile every fite see- 
ends,” said Prof. Moultoh, it would take 
seventeen years for you to hear a sound from 
the sun. Or if a small boy touched the sun 
with an imaginary arm that could reach that 
far he Would have to live to be over 100 years 
did before he could feel the pain from the 
burn. Light goes found the World seven 
times in a second, But it takes 500 seconds 
for it te come from the sun and four years 
fot it to tome ffom the nearest fixed star. 
Ir the earth were six inches from the sun 
Neptune would be forty miles from it and it 
takes 165 years for Neptune to travei around 
the sun

ine. Announcement of the verdict did not 
disturb her in the least. When Jailer Will 
T. Davies told her she calmly replied: 
“It's just what I expected. I have pro- 
claimed my innocence and it’s foolish to re- 
“peat my story until I am placed on trial.” 
The evidence produced against her was 
‘of a purely circumstantial nature. There 
was considerable speculation ove? what the 
finding would be until Coroner Hoffman 
revealed how a simple little lie enmeshed the 
woman in nine death mysteries. 


Coroner Presents His Case. 

“J called at the Vermilya house on Oct. 26, 
the day Bisonstte died, said the coroner. 
Mrs. Vermilya volunteered the information 
that Richard T. Smith algo died there under 

similar circumstances on March 10. after an 
Aiiness of two days. I asked her if there had 
been an inquest on Smith’s death. She re- 
plied in the affirmative. 

“The next day I searched my files, but 
found no record of Smith’s death. Then I 
examined the records in the health depart- 
ment, with the result that I found nine sus- 
picious deaths. A chemical analysis of the 
organs of Bisonette, Smith, and Dr. Frank 
Brinkamp, the prisoner’s son, showed arsenic 

in abundant quantities.”

| CARRIES HAN-YANG 


City Falls After Desperate 
Battle, Both Sides Suffer- 
ing Heavily. 


REBEL TROOPS ROUTED. 


Assembly of Province of Chi-Li 
Calls On the Throne to Abdi- 
cate; Favors Republic. 


PEKING, Nov. 27.—Han-Yang has been 

taken from the rebels by the imperial troops, 
eca@rding to legation and comsular dis- 
patches received here from Hankow. The 
battle for the city was long and desperate, 
each side suffering heavy losses. 
_ Han-Yang is said to be completely in the 
hands of the imperialists. There has been 
frightful slaughter, and the revolutionarics 
are fleeing in all directions. Many of them 
have crossed the river to Wu-Chang It is 
believed that Wu- Chang is certain to fall. 

Gen. Li, commander ot the revolutionari2s, 
is reported to be preparing to flee to Shang- 
hai. The defeat of the revolutionaries is said 
to have been due to a disagreement between 
the revolutionary leaders of the troops from 
Hu-Nan and Hu-Peh.

LONDON, Nov. 27.—Only censored dis- 
patches have come from any source regard- 
ing the alleged heavy fighting and the report- 
ed Italian victory at Tripoli. All concur in 
the statement there was heavy fighting that 
lasted throughout the day and that the 
cruiser Alberto opened the engagement with 
its long range guns. 


Twenty Thousand Italians Engaged. 

The entire Italian line moved out with a 
strength that is placed at 20,000 men. The 
Turks and Arabs are said to have been taken 
by surprise, but it is admitted that they 
fought with that courage with which they 
have long been credited. It took the Italians 
one hour to advance 200 yards. Much of the 
severest fighting was in the Sasis, where 
every inch of ground was desperately con- 
tested. 

A dispatch from Rome says that the Turks 
and Arabs lost 2,000 in killed and wounded 


because of the fact mainly that they were 
caught in a cross fire. Thedtalians say that 
they found 500 corpses in the oasis and 
seventy-five at Henni. They captured ten 
guns and took 300 prisoners, including a 
number of officers.

If Germany had been unwilling to 
agree to a conference the next step would 
have been that France, Germany, and Spain 
would have occupied parts of Morocco. Sir 
Edward admitted that there was considerable 
anxiety as to what might happen in that 
event. 

“Our only desire is to live with Germany 
on equal terms,” Sir Edward declared with 
emphasis. “It must be a cardinal point of 
the government's relations with Germany 
that they do not sacrifice a single one of their 
friendships with other countries.“ 


Upheld by Bonar Law. 

Following Sir Edward, Andrew Bonar Lew, 
the new leader of the Unionists, spoke. He 
denied there was any feeling of hostility to- 
ward Germany in this country, and said the 
feeling that there might be war between the 
two countries was without basis. He said 
that war between Great Britain and Germany 
would be for want of human wisdom. 

Mr. Law said that Sir Edward's statement 
convinced him that every step which the 
British government had taken was taken 
with regard to British interests. As to the 
speech of the chancellor of the exchequer on 
July 21, he thought that on the face of it 
Lioyd-George’s intervention seemed unsound.

The Daily News, repre- 
senting this section, still complains he is too 
Francophile and not effusive enough in hold- 
ing out the olive branch to Germany.

Germans Eager for News. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO Traun. 

BERLIN, Nov. 27.—The curiosity concern- 
ing the speech of Sir Edward Grey in the 
British house of commons reached a fever 
pitch this evening. If the direct question of 
peace or war had been at stake the excite- 
ment could scarcely have been greater than 
it was while the public awaited the newepa- 
per reports of what the British secretary of 
foreign affairs had said in reference to the 
recent Moroccan negotiations. 

It was 9 o'clock before the papers iésued 
gratis extra editions containing the first part 
of Sir Edward’s speech. These extras were 
eagerly grabbed by everybody and were read 
in the streets, on the cars, at the railway 
stations, and in the restaurants and cafés. 

It was apparent that the first impression 
was a favorable one. The local newspapers 
are having the entire speech transmitted by 
telegraph, and it necessarily will be late be- 
fore the Germans will have it all before them. 
On this account it will be impossible before 
tomorrow to glean anything like a compre- 


}-hensive Idea of the judgment of Germany 


on the matter. 


AMERICAN OFFICIALS SURPRISED. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 27.—State depart- 
ment officials today expressed astonishment 
that the impression should obtain at Berlin, 
as reported in a London newspaper, that 
America has interfered adversely to Ges- 
many in that country’s negotiations with 
Great Britain regarding Morocco. 

They said that, although a party to the 
Algeciras convention, which was supposed 
to have settled the Morocco trouble several 
years ago, America has claimed nothing 
more than cemmercial intrests in that coun- 
try and has consistently declined to have.

TO CARDINALATE 


Mgrs. Falconio, Farley, and 
O'Connell of America Are 
Among Those Confirmed. 


ONE NAME KEPT SECRET. 


May Not Be Disclosed Until After 
the Death of the Present 
Pontiff. 


ROME. Nov. 27.—Besides the new cardinals 
who received the red hat today the pope 
created another, whose name will be pub- 
lished in a later consistory, when the pope 
wishes that to be done. In some cases the 
name of the prelate thus chosen only be- 
comes known after the death of the pope. 

This departure from the known program 
gave rise to all sorts of rumors, including 
one that Archbishop Ireland would receive 
a red hat. Officia) denial of this purpose or 
that any other American prelate in addition 
to those proclaimed would be elevated, was 
authorized at the vatican. : 

It is supposed the unnamed cardinal is 
Mei. Filippo Giustini, sesrvatary of the con- 
gr: getion of sacraments. 

Obedient to a summons from the pope, the 
eéerdinals in Rome assembled in a secret: cn- 
sistcry and confirmed the papa! noninativp 
of nineteen new members in the college of 
cardinals, the supreme governing body of 
the Roman Catholic church. 

Of those thus honored three ard citizens of 
the United States, Mgr. John M. Farley, arch- 
bishop of New York; Mgr. William 0’Con- 
nell, archbishop of Boston; and Mgr. Dio- 
mede Falconio, apostolic delegate at Wash- 
ington. 

This, with Cardinal Gibbons, gives Amer- 
ica a representation of four in the cardinal- 
ate, which may elect a successor to the 
reigning pontiff.

Public Consistory on Thursday. 

The Spanish and Austrian prelates selected 
to be cardinals must, as is provided in the 
concordat with those countries, receive the 
biretta first from the hands of their tem- 
poral sovereign. The public consistory at 
which they will be confirmed as cardinals 
will be held on Thursday in the Hall of the 
Beatification. instead of in the Sala Regia. 
as at first planned. The former hall is much 
the larger, and was decided upon because of 
the great number of applications for admit- 
tance. 

In the hall of the consistory those whom 
duty or privilege brought there chatted for 
a few moments, noting sadly the passing of 
several who had been present on the last 
similar occasion. As the moment arranged 
for the appearance of the pontiff approached 
the assemblage separated in three groups 
before the throne. 

In one group were the cardinal bishops, 
in another the cardinal priests to whom the 
new American cardinals will de added. The 
third section comprised the cardinal deacons. 
Behind the cardinals were the patriarchs, 
archbishops, bishops, heads of orders, other 
high personages, and various persons famil- 
lar to the papal court. 


Procession Before the Throne. 

Followed by the Swiss guards and his suite, 
the pontiff paused for a moment at the 
threshold, while those present bent the knee. 
With a smile he greeted them and then 
walked to the throne. The procession before 
the throne followed; each dignitary, acord- 
ing to precedence, approached in turn and, 
kneeling, kissed the papal ring. 

As the last of the number paying homage 
returned to his place the spectators with- 
drew, leaving the pontiff and the cardinals 
alone. After voicing a simple prayer the 
pope, still sitting, delivered a brief allocution. 
In this the pope begins by saying the present 
year is a year of mourning for the church. 

All feel that thie phrase alluded to the 
clamorous commemoration of the Italian 
jubilee, which, it is felt, offended the rights 
of the holy see. He then dealt with the per- 
secution of the church in Portugal and ex- 
pressed the hope that the Portuguese nation, 
doasting of centuries of attachment to the 
church, would react against its enemy. 

The evils of modernism and naturalism 
were counterbalanced, the pope continued, 


| everywhere by the love of the holy eucharist, 
as was proved by the congresses held in 
Cologne, London, Montreal, and Madrid.

American Cardinals Notified. 

The confirmations completed, Mgr. Nicoll 
Dammico, pontifical master of ceremonies, 
accompanied by Cardinal Merry Del Val, the 
papal secretary of state, drove to the Amer- 
ican college, where he handed to the new 
Cardigais Farley, O'Connell. and Falconio 
the formal notices of their election. At the 
same time he congratulated each heartily. 
Responding, Cardinal Falconio said: 

“TI rejoice that it falls upon me as dean to 
offer our sincerest thanks and most profound 
homage to his holiness for graciously deign- 
ing to raise us, despite our unworthiness, to 
sublime dignity. While by this solemn act 
the pontiff confers the highest honor upon 
us in our persona! capacity he also honors the 
noble, young, and powerful nation which is 
proud of its free institutions. 

“This unique honor, withal, comes to us 
less by reason of our personal merits than 
because of the exalted opinion which the 
noble mind of the pontiff entertains of the 
flourishing conditions of the Catholic re- 
ligion in the United States.“ 

Cardinals Farley and O'Connell eleo er- 
pressed their gratitude. 

The speech of Cardinal Falconio is consid- 
ered as an appendix to the papal allocution, 
as it is known that it expresses the sentiments 
of the holy see toward America. The sub- 
stance of the speech had been agreed upon 
by the vatican, as the nature of the allocu- 
tion did not allow the pope to refer in such 
enthusiastic terms of one particular nation 
while so many are represented among the 
new cardinals.

Helen Warner, after being de- 
serted by her adorer, Lawrence Grove, wan- 
ders to Chicago from Boston She finds em- 
ployment in the law office of Wayne 4 Har- 
rington as a stenographer, and there, facing 
starvation or the attentions of her employer, 
chooses the less arduous path. When their 
relations have been established sufficiently 
well to start gossip clacking above the office 
typewriters, Lawrence Grove reappears. As 
a “drifter” he is most coincidental, being 
the lifelong friend of Attorney Wayne. In 
the old “ circuit " days, Author Davis would 
have arranged a combat to the death between 
the two men, at the edge of a cliff or at ts 
gaping door of a furnace or something. But 
in this age of artistic regeneration he allows 
them to settle their difficulties at the edge of 
a library table in a country house, and the 
revolver is merely discussed and shifted in 
the palm of the hand.

Several excellent character drawings are 
achieved. Harold McKensie is the elderiy 
office manager who disapproves of his em- 
ployer’s morals in more ways than one, and 
William Western ts a grouchy clerk.
